SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1986 witnessed several changes in the Office of the Selectmen. The resigna- 
tion of George Beal during the summer left a vacancy filled for the remainder of the 
year by the appointment of Judith Blood. A vacancy was created in January by the 
resignation of Paul Diekmann. The town is extremely grateful for the many hours of 
dedicated service that these two Newbury residents have generously provided. 

During 1986 the Town of Newbury experienced one of the fastest rates of growth 
statewide. Along with that growth goes the need for increased services in the area of fire 
and police protection and maintenance of the town’s roads, as reflected in the increase 
in requests in the Police and Highway budgets. To offset these increases, it is important 
that the town keep an open attitude to ways of generating revenues, through well- 
planned controlled development. 

The addition of a full-time administrator may be a consideration in the near future. 
Procedures and practices used when we had less than 200 population cannot ac- 
comodate a town of 1200. 

Through the continued efforts of a dedicated and broad sighted group of residents 
the needs of the town will continue to be met. 

In closing we would like to take the opportunity to express thanks to Harold Folsom, 
whose retirement at the end of February sees the end of many years of dedicated service 
as the Newbury Road Agent.

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
Officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is 
needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting 
April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest land- 
owners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


If someone told you a few years ago 170 new homes could be built in Newbury in one 
year, would you believe it? Well, believe it, because if all the 1986 requests were 
approved, this could very well happen! 

The Planning Board held 12 monthly meetings this past year plus two special 
meetings and three joint meetings among the Selectmen and the Zoning Board. 

Seventeen subdivisions have been granted, resulting in 34 new tracts of land that 
could be built on. 

Three conceptual hearings involving large tracts of land were also presented to the 
Board and are still in the planning stages. Of these three proposals, one developer pro- 
posed 79 units on the hillside plus a clubhouse on shorefront property, another 
developer proposes to develop a cluster series of 18 units, and the third one proposes a 
34-unit hillside development. The land has been purchased so it’s only a matter of time 
before the developers come back to the Board for their preliminary hearings. 

Site Plan Approval, which we are asking for, could become a positive tool for the 
Planning Board to assure that landscaping, septic systems, water run off, and roads are 
built to continue to protect the environment, the lake, and the rural atmosphere the 
Town of Newbury is now enjoying.

These 
regulations are available at the Selectmen’s Office.

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SEWER REPORT 


The stoppage on Pine Street this summer was quite unexpected. The pitch of pipe 
from manhole to manhole is very satisfactory and a stoppage unlikely. For this reason 
we decided to dig it up, hoping to find the reason. We located two 4’’ lines entering the 
main that were no longer in use, but were dumping dirt and gravel, which caused the 
stoppage. 

At the far end of Pine Street we replaced the existing manhole and installed a precast 
cement unit. During the winter water infiltrating the sides of these bricked up manholes 
freeze and thaw, causing many leaks over a period of time, so that during the Spring 
thaw they look like a shower. We will monitor this one this Spring, and hope it will cut 
down on the gallonage during the Spring run off.

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REPORT OF THE LAKE SUNAPEE BUSINESS ASSOCIATION 


During 1986 the LSBA experienced similar growth to that reported to you in last 
year’s Town Report. In 1986, however, our growth in programs and services was a 
direct result of substantial funding by the Office of Vacation Travel through matching 
grants program. 

With the support of the Board of Directors, the Association applied for grants in ex- 
cess Of $42,000.00. While only $38,000.00 was received this represented a more then 
200% increase in state funding. These monies along with revenues from membership 
dues, brochure distribution, advertising and lodging phone dues were spent on the 
following programs: 


1. Printing and distribution of 125,000 4 color ‘Sunapee Secret’ marketing 
brochures into 10 states. 

2. Print advertising in major markets as well as the Yankee Travel Guide. 

3. Full time staffing of the lodging and tourist bureau. 

4. Year-round toll free 1-800 service for lodging and information which last year 
alone booked over $57,000.00 in reservations into the area with estimated associated 
revenues of over $300,000.00. 

5. Quick response mailings and information distribution to over 1000 requests for 
area information. 

6. Coordination of area events calendar with area information booths and attrac- 
tions. 

7. Printing and distribution of 60,000 winter advertising brochures. 

8. Winter long radio advertising for the Sunapee region on WTIC-FM, Hartford; 
WJJY-FM, Concord; WKXL-AM & FM, Concord. 

9. Print media winter advertising in Boston and Hartford markets. 

10. Continued coordination of ski and stay packages for Mt. Sunapee and King 
Ridge. 

11. Coordination with mother nature to provide the region with snowfall in excess 
of seven feet. 


The Lake Sunapee Business Association currently has membership of 174 businesses 
from Newbury and surrounding towns. The LSBA is the only organization recognized 
by the State of New Hampshire at this time to participate in matching grant programs 
for this part of the state. 

The LSBA is most appreciative of the financial and organizational support which it 
has received from Newbury and assures the residents that their tax dollars are being 
spent in a careful and worthwhile manner in the promotion of our region to out of state 
visitors and travelers.

This year we submit a comparative set of activity statistics for the last six years. We 
are busier in some categories, less active in others. 

Accident statistics are sometimes interesting. We had 38 motor vehicle accidents in 
1986. An overwhelming 28 of them involved only one car. Six accidents involved deer 
and 14 accidents were on ice or snow covered roads. Wednesdays in September is the 
safest time to drive. Saturdays between 9 and noon in March on Ledge Hill is the most 
dangerous time and place to drive. 
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Our response to activated burglar alarms has almost doubled over the years and for 
the first time one of these calls actually signalled the presence of a thief. He wasn’t 
there when police arrived and he took nothing so I guess the alarm system did. what it is 
supposed to do. 

Our burglary statistics are up and it looks like thieves were pretty busy. Of the 16 
reported burglaries we list 5 of them as closed cases. Through a combination of an alert 
citizen’s help, lots of luck and some incredibly inept burglars, we boast a solve rate of 
30%, way above the national average. 

Intoxicated persons catch the attention of the police now and then and when the in- 
ebriate is a danger to himself or others, the police have the authority (and probably the 
responsibility) to take this person into protective custody. This is the first year this 
situation has surfaced in our statistics and we had to jail six persons for drunkeness in 
1986. 

Miscellaneous calls are those non-criminal tasks that we perform and include stalled 
motorists, notifications and general assistance to our taxpayers and visitors. Calls in 
this area are down in 1986 but up almost 40% over the last five years. 

Actual cases of thefts are down about 30% in 1986 from 1985. I hope our efforts at 
high visibility can take some of the credit. 

Let’s take a closer look at two activity categories: Burglar Alarms and Automobile 
Accidents. These areas are the best example of a police call that must be answered now, 
right away. This type of call can’t wait a few hours until an officer comes on duty. The 
diagram below illustrates the time of day that these calls are received:

The diagram represents 110 emergency calls for police service. 31 of these calls were 
after midnight. 48 of them between 4PM and midnight. Generally, no officer is on- 
patrol during these hours. The diagrams do not indicate family arguments, missing 
kids, overdue hikers, intoxicated persons, prowlers, or other more-or-less emergencies 
that must be handled right away. 

Newbury remains a quiet town, a super place to live and bring up children. We are 
growing. If Newbury’s growth anticipations materialize, I predict our population will 
double in a short time. The police department is not yet overwhelmed with calls for 
police service, however the proposed 1987 budget presented to the town meeting asks 
for some relief from these current around the clock demands on this part-time police 
service.

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TOWN WELFARE REPORT 


Newbury, like most other towns and cities in N.H., felt the effects of the changes in 
RSA 164 settlement and funding laws that took effect January 1, 1986. First, we no 
longer had the threat, or reality, of a major expenditure such as a court ordered juvenile 
or catagorical assistance program. 

We did, however, see an increase in the number of general relief cases. There were 5 
cases plus several inquiries (which were referred to other programs and services). 

The Town was able to collect some reimbursement for assistance paid once the in- 
volved party was able to do so. The Welfare laws provide a means to collect money paid 
under certain circumstances. 

1986 was the first year under the new law. We did see an increase in cases, general 
assistance paid, and in time spent administering the assistance compared to past years 
under the old laws. It is my hope that 1986 indicated the new ‘‘average’”’ or ‘‘typical’’ 
year in the Town’s Welfare program and that we don’t see a steady yearly increase in 
Welfare needs.

Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 14 as read. Voice vote affirmative. 
Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to 
be used by the Planning Board in the development of the Master Plan for the Town of 
Newbury. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 15 as read. Voice vote 
affirmative. 
Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $37,500.00 
to rebuild the Newbury Center Town Dock, of which $12,790.00 is to be authorized to 
be withdrawn from the Dock Repair Capital Reserve Fund. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 16 as read. Discussion followed: Dick Butterfield spoke as 
the Committee representative. The work would start the fall of 1986 and be completed 
by 1988. We need to appropriate the money now for the work to be done in the fall. 
Mr. Beal stated that about $1,100.00 would be needed to replace planks to make it safe 
for the summer. The money is in the reserve fund for the repair of the Blodgett Dock. 
Mr. Burnell asked about the tilt of the Blodgett Dock and was told the dock would be 
leveled and repair work done prior to summer. 
Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $17,000.00 
for a 1978 International chassis and a 1986 1200 gallon tank and authorize the 
withdrawal of the required amount from the Fire Department Equipment Reserve 
Fund. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 17 as read. Voice vote affir- 
mative. 
Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 
for the Town Office Equipment Reserve Fund. Motion was made and seconded to 
adopt Article 18 as read. Mr. Wheeler asked what this money would be used for. Mr. 
Diekmann told him it was for computers. This fund would enable the Town to pay for 
the computers when the time came to purchase this equipment. Voice vote affirmative. 
Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to 
pay for the repainting, with two coats, of the Town Library. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 19 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Wolf made an amend- 
ment to Article 19 to read as follows: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500.00 to pay for the repainting, with two coats, of the Town 
Library and authorize the withdrawal of the amount required from the Building Reserve 
Fund for improvement to Town building. Amendment was seconded. Motion was 
made and seconded to amend Article 19 as read. Voice vote affirmative. Motion was 
made and seconded to adopt Article 19 as amended. Voice vote affirmative. 
Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to change the office of Road Agent from elec- 
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tion to appointment effective January 1, 1987. Motion was made and seconded to table 
Article 20. Motion was defeated on a voice vote. Motion was made and seconded to 
adopt Article 20 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Folsom spoke in favor of the arti- 
cle. He felt the Road Agent position would be stabilized. Mr. Digilio felt that if the 
man who is the Road Agent does a good job he would have no problem being re-elected 
each year. Mr. Wolf felt the job was a professional position and that a person need not 
go out each year campaigning. Questions were asked on terms of appointment and 
would there be a probationary period. Mr. Beal stated that the terms would probably 
be similar to that of the Police Chief and also to see what other towns have done. It was 
noted that the article does not say who is going to appoint the Road Agent. Mr. 
Webster suggested that we vote on the article and turn it down. That it be brought back 
next year with certain guidelines. Mr. LeClair made a motion to amend Article 20 as 
follows: To see if the Town will vote to change the office of Road Agent from election 
to appointment by the Selectmen effective January 1, 1987. Motion was made and 
seconded to amend Article 20 as read. Discussion followed. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 20 as amended. Voice vote affirmative. 

Article 21. To see what action the Town wishes to take concerning the following 
ordinances: 

A. To make Pine Street one way northbound from Blodgett Landing Road to Post 
Office Street. 

B. To make Washington Street one way northbound from Blodgett Landing Road to 
Sunlight Lane. 

C. To make Lake Street, a.k.a. Front Street, one way southbound from Sunlight 
Lane to the intersection of Washington Street and Blodgett Landing Road. Operators 
in violation of the above ordinances may be fined up to $100.00 (One Hundred dollars). 
Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 21 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. 
Tinker explained that there was no law to go with the signs. He is asking that we put in 
the laws to go with the signs. Voice vote affirmative. 

Article 22. To se if the Town will vote to rescind the two hour parking restriction for 
motor vehicles at the Newbury Harbor parking lot and at Bell Cove parking area. Mo- 
tion was made and seconded to adopt Article 22 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. But- 
terfield stated that this article is in direct opposition to the Master Plan. He stated that 
the Master Plan provides for the two parking areas to be used for recreational purposes. 
Article was adopted by a show of hands. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept 814 feet of the new road known as 
South Brook Road in Marshall Woods, the Bradbrook Development off Newell Road, 
subject to the approval of the Road Agent and Selectmen. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 23. Voice vote affirmative. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board to approve or 
disapprove site plans for the development of tracts for nonresidential uses, or for multi- 
family dwellings (structures containing more than 2 dwelling units), and to adopt site 
plan review regulations for this purpose; and, further, to direct the Town Clerk to file a 
certified copy of this vote with the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds. Motion was 
made and seconded to adopt Article 24 as read. Discussion followed. Paul Diekmann 
spoke on this article. He emphasized that this article dealt with nonresidential uses and 
multi-dwelling stuctures only. He explained that it gave the Board guidelines to follow 
and questions to ask when a new development comes up. Mr Wright stated that he 
would like to see the vocabulary of these regulations before he is asked to vote on them. 
He would like to see them written and able to vote on them as was done yesterday for 
zoning regulations. Mr. Diekmann stated that the procedure was a public hearing and 
. then approval by the Planning Board and does not have to go before a vote. Mr. Messer 
asked who at present had the authority to approve or disapprove? Mr. Diekmann 
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stated that the Planning Board did, but did not have the specific guidelines to go by. 
Mr. Butterfield asked if site plan review was a restrictive addition or does it give 
allowable uses also. Mr. Fucarile stated he also would like to see it written out before he 
just gave the Planning Board carte blanc approval. Mr. Albro read from a book 
published by the state that has the list the Planning Board is asking for. Mr. Wolf spoke 
in favor of the article in that there are no controls but a thin zoning ordinance. Nancy 
Marashio spoke as a member of the committee. She stated that when people come in 
and say they are going to do something and then change their plans, there is no authori- 
ty to make them do the project correctly. Several spoke against the article at this time 
due to lack of specific information. The question was asked when this could be brought 
back up if this is defeated? It was stated it could be brought back up next year. Motion 
was moved to a vote. Motion was defeated on a hands vote.

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 
for the purpose of closing out, to state requirements, the solid landfill located on the 
property of Mountain View Garage, Route 103, Newbury, N.H. (by petition). Motion 
was made and seconded to adopt the article as read. Mr. Folsom spoke on the article. 
He stated that the town and state dumped much of the fill that is located at this site. Mr. 
St. Cyr asked what had to be done to clean this up. Mr. Walkey spoke about the in- 
herited problem. He said the state wants him to fill and grade the property. Mr. Wright 
asked if we help this individual out, do we open the Town up to future liabilities. Mr. 
Butterfield spoke about the encroachment on the nearby wetlands. He thought that we 
should help this gentlemen out and go on record as this is not something that is going to 
be atrend. Mr. Digilio asked if Mr. Folsom could do this for a lot less money? Mr. 
Folsom said that he did not have the proper equipment. Mr. Jones stated that many 
years ago they were told they could not dump stumps at the town dump. At that time a 
selectman authorized them to dump at the garage owned by George Croteau. Article 
was moved to a vote. Voice vote was affirmative. 
Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, storage, transportation 
and production of high level radioactive waste in the Town of Newbury and State of 
New Hampshire; and to call upon Congress to conduct an independent investigation 
with full public participation into the feasibility and prudence of the U.S. Department 
of Energy’s (DOE’s) present plan to dispose of radioactive waste and into the DOE’s 
competence to carry out such a plan. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 
26 as read. Discussion followed. A motion was made to amend Article 26 to read as 
follows: To see if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, storage and transportation of 
high level radioactive waste in the State of New Hampshire; and to call upon Congress 
to conduct an independent investigation with full public participation into the feasibility 
and prudence of the U.S. Department of Energy’s (DOE’s) present plan to dispose of 
radioactive waste. Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 26 as read. Mo- 
tion was made and seconded to adopt Article 26 as amended. Voice vote was affir- 
mative. 
Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to change the term of the Overseer of the Public 
Welfare from one (1) to three (3) year term commencing with the 1987 Town Meeting 
elections. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 27 as read. Voice vote was 
affirmative. 
Article 28. To see what action the Town wishes to take regarding the unanimous recom- 
mendations of the Personnel Review Committee, the appointment of which was 
authorized at the Town Meeting of March 1985. 

1. All authority to set future salaries, wages, hours-and benefits for all town 
employees be vested in the hands of the Selectmen, with consideration given to advice of 
department heads, effective following passage at Town Meeting.

A motion was 
made and seconded to amend Article 28 to read: Amend Article 28 by deleting Article 
28 in its entirety and referring the matter to a personnel committee to make recommen- 
dations to the Board of Selectmen. Article was passed on a hands vote.

A motion was made to list the effect on tax dollars each warrant article would have. 
This motion was seconded and moved to a vote. The vote was in the affirmative. 

Motion was made that the selectmen be authorized to raise wages of all of our people 
they consider underpaid to $5.00 an hour for the ensuing year. Motion was seconded 
and moved to a vote. Vote was in the affirmative.
